Already more 
than six 
thousand 
manufacturers and producers in th'* 
State have filed their production re­ 
ports and other data pertaining to 
their plants with the Bureau of Sta­ 
tistics and Information of the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Internal A f­ 
fairs, according to an announcement. 
The reports cover the business of 
1920 and from them the Department 
of Internal Affairs makes its indus­ 
trial survey of the State. 
Altogether 
there are 
between 
twenty-five and 
thirty thousand industrial establish­ 
ments in F'ennsylvania. 
Within the 
next few days the reports will begin 
to arrive at the rate of approximately 
a thousand a day because under the 
law creating the statistical bureau in 
the department, industries must make 
returns within thirty days after the 
close of each year. 
Secretary of Internal Affairs James 
F . Woodward pointed out that the 
reports appear to be coming in in 
better shape this year than in former 
years and that as a result of the co­ 
operation of the 
manufacturers, it 
will be possible to give some summar­ 
ies of the State’s industrial produc­ 
tion in 1920 in a comparatively short 
tim e. 
As a matter of fact, it was 
indicated that figures for some of the 
ounties and 
municipalities in 
the 
State would be ready for announce­ 
ment within sixty days.
